Pennsylvanians Perfecting One of the Most 
Gigantic Deals Ever Known. 

Prrvssurne, Pa., Feb, 5.—[Special.]—The 
plaus for one of the most gigantic coal com- 
pinations ever formed in this country were 
discovered in this city today, when it was 
made known that the leading coal men of the 
region have been meeting in the Standard 
Building at different times to complete what 
will be known as the Western Pennsylvania 
Coal company. The capital to be represented 

in this immense combine, which is almost 
completed, will be . about $15,000,000. Fully 
10v of the leading railroad mines in Western 
Pennsylvania are to be taken in and about 
balf of that number have already signed and 
signified their willmgness to do business in 
the combine. 

The meetings have been going on for the 
last six weeks, and the discovery today was 
only by the merest accident. The principal 
mer seen admitted that the scheme was on 
foot, and they intended taking in everything 
in sight. Most of the mines on the different 
roads coming into Pittsburg are already in the 
plan, and tiie head men of the scheme say 
that they will pad afl yd gt . i “ 
next meeting o ratora, whic as al- 
ready tang called, i the date is being 
kept sceret. Frank Dean of the Pittsburg 
Fuel company, whv is one of the principais ia 
the combine, said today that it is the inten- 
tion of the new combine to reduce expenses, 
and get a uniform price for coal. Some days 
ago at a weeting seventeen of the leading 
operators were appointed a committee to look 
into the effairts abd get matters in shape.

During the services a petard exploded a 
few yards from the theater, and three: police- 
men and a civilian were wounded. The 
services were cut short, and the congregation 
hurried in a panic from the theater. Nothing 
has been ascertained as to the ee. of the 
person who exploded the petard. 


OBSERVED AN ANCIENT CUSTOM. 


Thirty-two Couples Wedded in State at the 
Roumanian Capital, 

Bucmarest, Feb, 5.—In accordance with 
the ancient Roumanian custom the weddings 
of thirty-two peasant couples, representing 
the thirty-two districts of Roumania, were 
celebrated today in the presence of Prince 
Ferdinand ana his bride, After the marriage 
ceremonies the couples drove in thirty-two 
carriages, decorated with flowers, to the royal 
palace, where a weddang dinner was served. 
King Charles gave a purse filled with gold 
to every couple, and Crown Prince Ferdinand 
clicked glasses with every bridegroom before 
drinking with him. Crown Prince and 
his bride were received with enthusiasm by 
the street crowds when they drove from the 
church to ene palace.

BRINGS SUITS FOR HEAVY DAMAGES. 


Miss Anna E. Dickinsey Unlawfally De- 
tained in an Insane Asylum, 

Scrantros, Pa., Feb. 5.—Mise Anna E. Dick- 
inson, lecturess and act yesterday brought 
three suits in the Circuit Céurt of the United 
Siates directed against eight persons, two of 
whom are physicians, asking damages in the 
aggregate sum of $126,000. These suits are 


directed against the perédna who were instru- . 


mental in lodging her in Danville Asylum for 
the Insané in February, 1891. The main suit 
is against James Couttwright, George B. 
Thompson, Allen Eggleston, John S. Heil- 
man. George Underwood, and Henry Bryden. 
In this $50,000 damages are asked. In tlie 
second suit Dr. George Underwood of 
Pittsburg is made défehdant, and dam- 
ages are placed at $50,000. The third 
suit is against Dr, James Oglesby of Dan- 
ville, from whom damages are asked in the 
sum of $25,000, Miss Dickinson, after referring 
to her alleged forcible removal to an asylum, 
declares @xamination made 
as to her dsondition. was made hastily, 
improperly, negligenfy, and imsufficiently by 
the two. physicians. summon In conse- 
quence of her imprisonment she suffered 
mental and physical aguny, was subject to in- 
dignities and pain from Wounds and from ex- 
posure, and for five weeks was kept in the 
asylum, during which tite she was prevented 
from pursuing her vocation as a lecturer.

died. This leaves thirteen in whom benefit was 
possible. Of this number five -geasesy grew 
worse and were not favorably influenced by t 
treatment. All these patients had extensive dis- 
ease of both lungs. One patient improved while 
under treatment, but the nature of his disease 
(extensive fibroid phthisis) and his age (53) pre- 
cluded the eee ae By of complete recovery. In 
seven cases marked improvement took place—in- 
crease in weight, extending to over fifteen pounds 
in one case; diminution even cessation of 
cough and expectoration; termination of night- 
sweats, end, finally notable and favorable modifi- 
cations of the physical signs, amounting in two 
cases to their entire Speppsarancs.

Views of Chicago Physicians. 


A number of ieading physicians of this city 
were seen, but none of them had any special 
knowledge of “aquzon” or any experience 
with it as a medicine, while some of them had 
never heard of it. None were disposed to ex- 
press afly views regarding it as it was a mat- 
ter new to them and a remedy entirely un- 
known, but the doubt was general that it was 
a genuine ozone preparation since experience 
and authority has been that ozone is of too 
volatile and unstable a nature for general 
medica) uses. 

Dr. H. B. Stehman, Superintendent of the 
Presbyterian Hospital, had no knowledge of 
**aguzon.” In the consumption ward of the 
hospital, lately established, glycozone, which 
is peroxide of hydrogen suspended in glycer- 
ine, is occasionally used and may be taken in- 
ternally. They were not experimenting with 
new remedies in pulmonary diseases. Dr. 
Stehman was not of the belief that ozone 
could be produced and held in quantities so as 
to make it an orainary and readily obtainabie 
medicinal agent. — 

Dr. Lester Curtis, a well-known bacteriol- 
ogist, knew nothing about “aquzon’”’ nor of 
any remedial agent ia the form of ozone that 
isin use. “There is no doubt that it is a 
germicide, but I have not experimented with 
it. I have used peroxide of hydrogen as a wash 
for wounds and es ee tj also as destructive 
to micro-germa, would rot trust ozone or 
peroxide of hydrogen, however, asa sure de- 
stroyer of cholera germs. The trouble with 
peroxide of hydrogen is that it is unstabie and 
may soon become sterile; but ozone is much 
more unstable and I doubt the practicability 
of retaining it 5p me ea to be utilized as a 
general remedy, Ozone, like all disinfect- 
ants, is more or less dangerous—much more 
so than peroxide of hydrogen, which with or- 
dinary skill\in administering may be regarded 
as practically leas.” 

Skeptical Regarding Aquzon.

Morton places little faith in comparative to 
the claims made for it, 
Discovery of Ozone. 


It is a century or more ago since ozone was 
first discovered by Dr. Van Matum. but little 
was known or thought of it until Schénbein, 
in 1840, brought it prominently to the notice 
of medical and scientific mea by his investi- 
gations. Since then it has been a subject of 
active study, and chemists and progressive 
physicians, knowing its. great properties as a 
disinfectant, antiseptic, and destroyer of 
micro-gerins have been search and hop- 
ing for its utilization as a medicine. 
Ozone isa condensed form of oxygen, the 
physical difference between them being 
the latter consists of two atoms and the 
former of ‘three of the same kind. Chemists 
say that the readiest way to develop ozone is 
to take oxygen and pass an electric current 
through it, but they and electricians have held 
that it cannot be isolated for practical and 
general uses on account of its disposition to 
immediately combine with the atmospheric 
and organic substances. The general opinion 
still is, as it has been, that the manufacture 
by chemical or other artificial processes of 
sufficient ozone to destroy microbes or other 
infections in the atmosphere and thereby pre- 
vent or arrest the epidemic diseases will 
probably never be realized, 

But besides the claim to the contrary of the 
“Ozone Manufacturing company’ of New 
York a still more positive diseoverer comes 
forward with explicit statements to prove not 
only that he can, for all practical and medi- 
cinal purposes permanently combine ozone 
with othe? substances, bat that he has done so. 

Prof, Fahrig’s Discovery,

pure ozone can be produced in continuous 
and unlimited quantities; and also that he 
ean retain it in com bination, so that it can 
be used and sold as a remedial agent like any 
other medicine. To a reporter for Tuz Txai- 
une he yesterday explained exhaustively tne

OF OZONE. 


( Prof, Fahrig said that ordinary atmosphere 
contains about 20 per cent of available 
oxygen. In his device yok warm ozone On an 
unlimited commercial scale he first filters the 
atmosphere by a powerful blower of the Rood 
type, then forces it into a furnace consisting 
of a series of large retort tubes arranged ia 
serpentine form over an ordinary fire. The 
retort tubes contain an oxygen absorbent 
which when heated to about 400° Fahrenheit 
absorbs all the oxygen.
